Fauna under 
state protection 

All animals, ftsli ami bln la 
found on tha territory of Azer- 
baijan have been taken under 
slate protection. In Ibis Tratwcau- 
caslau Soviet republic a law fur 
the protection and rational use 
of Iho animat world, adopted by 
parliament, has come into effect 
and Is already being Implement- 
ad by tbo local Soviets of peo- 
ple's deputies. 

Special measures for the pre- 
servation of Middle Aslan gazel- 
le, mountain goat, mouflon and 
other endangered rare species 
are envisaged under this law, 
Academician Gasan Aliyev, who 
heads Azerbaijan's Society for 
Wildlife Protection, told a TASS 
correspondent. With this aim In 
view, the scientists noted, 
slrlngent measurer have been In- 
troduced limiting industrial acti- 
vity in areas Inhabited by ani- 
mals, and the best possible con- 
ditions are being created for 
their reproduction and migra- 
tion. Taking part in the imple- 
mentation of these measures 
along with the state organiza- 
tions for nature protection are 
members of the Society for Wild- 
life Protection, which Incor- 
porates on a voluntary batfi a 
tenth of Azerbaijan's popula- 
tion (the republic's total popu- 
lation Is 6.2 million). • 

Over the put five-year plan 
period the area of itate-pro- 
tecled reserves has increased by 
10 thousand hectares' to reach 
nearly 200 thousand hectares. 
Three hundred million roubles, 
four times as much as was al- 
located over the preceding five 
years, have been earmarked for 
nature protection.

THE MYSTERY 
OF LAKE BALKHASH 

Lakn li.ilklt.tvli. in ha/.iLb- 
st.in, cunUlii-. lv.*i l.i\ civ 
I lydrugi*nteitl.'ls iliv'i.v ' 
upon ihe lake's bottom n bvaii- 
ly mineralized pool With a sail 
content many times greater 
than the lake waters. 

An artesian well drilled In 
the lake's bottom resulted in a 
large salty fountain gushing 
Irom a deplh of 70 metres. This 
well crossed the bottom deposlL 
layer and reached a sandy- 
shingle layer soaked in salt 
water, whose volume has yet 
not been determined. 

Tills finding assertaliis the 
reason why the lake Is becom- 
ing Increasingly salty. For a 
long lime It remained a myste- 
ry why this vast reservoir fed 
by fresh river water happened 
to he sally. Now there Is con- 
clusive proof that the salt Is 
coming from beneath the lake. 

The 1982 programme for ex- 
tensive research on the lake 
will hopefully provide more 
data on this “false bottom''.

PULSATING SUN
